Trade and Industry, 

Regarding the trade and indus- 
trial position generally during the 
last 20 years, India’s overseax 
trade had nearly doubled. In 
agriculture the number of mem- 
bers of - Co-operative Credit 
had increased from 
800,000 to 8,600,000."

The military force in India 
consisted of the Army, Air Force 
and Marines, and there had been 
no material change in strength 
since it was reorganised after the 
War,

‘REJECT CARGO. 


“KELANTAN DECISION A 
HANDICAP, 


In ‘the Appeal Court Lord Justice 
Serutton made an interesting pro- 
nounvement in the Africa and Eust- 
ern (Malsya), Ltd., against White. 
Palmer and Co,, Ltd., on the difficul- 
ty of appealing on the point of an 
error in Jaw by the arbitrator since 
the Lords’ judgment in the Kelantan 
ease, observing that he feared a 
yood many judgments would: have te 
be regonsidered, and then proceeded 
to point out the legnt’ obstacles in 
the way of framing a clause, how: 
ever definite and wide, which would 
excluds the buyers’ right to reject a 
cargo, 

The judyment was delivered on 
motions to set aside awards of the 
Appeal Committee .of the General 
Produce Brokers’ Association in this 
dispute where the defendants wore 
the buyery of a cargo ‘of Muntok 
white pepper, where the committec 
‘had upheld the umpire that, us the 
delivery was not Muntok white pep- 
per. the buyers could reject. 

Counsel were, for the appellant, 
sellers, Mr. W. G. Wrankham, in- 
structed: by Messrs. Linklaters and 
Paines,.and for the buyers, Mr, 
D. N. Pritt, K.C., and My, Kingsley 
Griffith, instructed by Messrs, Smith 
and Hudson. 

The sellers rélied on, as excluding 
buyers’ right to reject, clause 9 of 
the form of the General Produce 
Brokers’ Association as follows:— 

“Whenever it may be admitted by 
the seller or decided by arbitration 
that the seller has failed to fulfil the 
terms of the contract, the buyer. 
ghall close by invoicing back the 
contract to the seller at once at a 
price and weight to be fixed by 
arbitr. ation, w hich price shall not be 
less than 2 per cent. and not more 
than 10 per cent. over the estimated 


sian. | market. value of the shipment con: 


tracted for on the day on which de 
fault occurs, the difference between 
the contract price and the Invoicing 
back price to be paid in'cash within 
seven days, and this payment shall 
constitute a final and complete set- 
‘Itlement of all claims by either party 
In respect of the said contract.” 
Lord Justice Scrutton said appeals 
arose from time-to time because of 
the wording of the rules of the Gen- 
eral: Produce Brokers’ Association 
or other large association in the city 
of London and elsewhere,’ who pro- 


| vided rules for the settlement of dis- 


putes between parties. Here, by 
the rules, his Lordship went on, any 
dispute is to be settled by arbitra- 
tion in London “in the usual man- 
ner.” “The usual manner,” accord: 
ing to the rules, {3 to go to two 
arbitrators, one named by each 
party, and if they disagree, to an 
umpire, and from the. award made 
by that umpire, in cases. where they 
disagree, there ‘is an appeal on 
question of fact only to the com- 
mittee of the General Produce 
Brokers’ Association. 
Umpire’s Award. 

The umpire has made an award 
“that sellers shall refund to the 
buyers forthwith the amount pald 
agninst the ci.f. decuments;” that 
is to say, the buyers have .paid.a 
price for goods which were assumed 
to be goods of a certain quality and

the Kelantan case, reported in’ 1923] 


Appeal cases, at page 995, the 
majority of the court said in fairly 
plain terms that if you refer a mat- 
ter expreasly to the arbitrator and 
he makes an error of Jaw you must 
take the consequences, you have gone 
to an arbitrator, and if the arbitra- 
tor whom you choose makes a mis- 
take in law that is your lookout for 
choosing the wrong arbitrator; If 
you choose to go to Cacsar, you 
must take Caesar's judgment. 

However, I am not going to decide 
the matter upon that ground, al- 
though I think that since the deci- 
sion of the House of Lords in the 
‘Kelantan case, a good many of these 
decisions with regard to error of law 
on'the face of, the:award will havo 
to be reconsidered, but I have to 
satiafy myself before 1 get, to the 
Kelantan case that there is any 
error of law appearing on the face 
of the award.’ If one looked at the 
facts which [ have stated, according 
to the common !aw it would be pret- 
ty clear, first of all, that the buyers 
might reject and get their money 
back, but when they had done that 
in what position: would they be? 
They would have a contract which 
the sellers’ had not performed, .and 
they would be entitled to get dam- 
ages for the non-performance of 
that contract. It might. be, as in 
these produce contracts, that the 
damages might be assessed ‘in a con. 
ventional manner, which would not 
be the way in which the common law 
would assess them, but which would 
still be the way to whale the parties 
had agreed. 

Framed The Rules, 

Looking at the award,’ what the 
arbitratorg have done is what the 
common law would do, and I have, 
the additional advantage that the 
people who have come to this deci 
sion are the people who framed the 
rules, and who presumably know, 
which { do not, what the rules mean. 
When ‘I find that the, people who 


framed the rules have arrived at a]: 


result which is apparently in ac- 
cordance with the common law, I see 
no reason for setting the award 
aside for error appearing on the face 
of it. 

‘That rules of this sort, although 
expressed in wide terms, do not ex- 
clude the right of rejection appeard 

pratty clearly first of all from Mri 
Justice Bigham!s decfsion In Vigers 
v. Sanderson, where the agreement 
was that the goods should not be re- 
jected for any reason, and where 
Mr, Justice Bighnm held, and I 
think . that it has always 
been so held ince, -, that 
that, does not exclude the 
right.to reject if the goods delivered 
are not the contract goods, and when 
I further find in Roth Schmidt's 
case this court alse held that the 
rule as then framed did not exclude’ 
the right of rejection, ‘and I do not 
find any material difference made in 
the wording of the present rule un- 
der these circumstances, still less 
am I inclined to think that there was 
error of ' law on the face -of the 
award, 1 do not propose for the 
second, the third or the fourth time 
to make an attempt to discover what 
the rule does.mean;. it is enough; for 
me to say that I do not see any error 
In law on the face of this award, 
even assuming that if there were I 
should be entitled to do anything 
when the parties have agreed on 
their tribunal. 

’ The other point Mr. Wrangham 
does not now press, but it was that 
he asked the Appeal Committee to 
state a special case and the Appeal 
Committee did not-do it.

Report on Working Last 


? Year. 
SALARIES “COMMITTEE. 


The report on the working of 
the University of Hong Kong 
for 1929 has been published in 
book form .by the Newspaper 
Enterprise, Limited, and is as 
follows :— 

The Acting Vice-Chancellor. 

The Vice-Chancellor was on 
Jeave from June 8, 1929: to March 
12, 1980. ' 

During this period His Honour 
Sir Henry Gollan,’ C:B.E., the 
Chief Justice of the Colony, act- 
ed as Vice-Chancellor and this he 
did in ‘addition to all his ‘other 
duties and responsibilities, which 
were at ‘the time exceptionally 
heavy. Sir Henry made it a con- 
dition of so acting that he should 
take from: the University no re-' 
muneration whatsoever. . While 
he was acting as Vice-Chancellor, 
the Chief Justice presided over, 
the deliberations of a committee 
to ‘which His Excellency the 
Chancellor had referred the con- 
ditions of salary and service of 
the academic staff of the Univer- 
sity. The, Chief Justice was 
assisted in the inquiry by Mr. 
Paul Lauder and the Hon. Mr, 
S. W, T’so,.C.B.E., LL.D., both of 
whom are members of the Univer. 
sity Court, This committee did, 
its work with thoroughness and. 
promptitude and presented its 
report to the Chancellor on Nov- 
ember 80, 1929. The University 
is under a deep debt of gratitude 
to this Committce.

fessors of Mathematics, ‘Chemis- 
try and Physics work in all three 
Faculties and are members of the 
Board of each. There is a whole- 
time Reader in Biology. and a 
whole-time Reader in History. 
There are also whole-time Readers 
in: Chinese History, and in 
Chinese ‘Literature.

Reference has already been 
made to tht Committee to which 
H.E. the Chancellor referred the 
question of the salary and ser- 
vice of the academic staff of the 
University. The Committee 
unanimously and unhesitatingly 
condemned the existing’ salary 
as inadequate. The report takes, 
for example, the actual case of a 
professor newly arrived’ in the 
Colony who is married, has.two 
children ‘and finds that: there is 
no house in the University Com- 
pound available for him. For 
purposes of calculating, the dollar 
is taken at 2s. so that, in respect 
of his salary of £800 a year, the 
professor receives $8,000 from 
which must be deducted his con- 
tribution to the Superannuation 
Fund at the rate of 5 per cent. 
This will leave him $7,600 a year 
or about $680 a month. The 
Professor is entitled.to a free 
bouse, but if one is ‘not available 
he gats a rent allowance of $200 
a month and has_ to provide his 
own quarters.

He looked |’ 
forward to the day when Indian 
liberty should be enlarged and she 
should take her place as a full self- 
governing Dominion. Within a 
very few weeks we'shoulu have 
the Simon Report and the next 
stage was a conference to consider 
the question of the constitutional 
advance and co-operation of those 
who could speak authoritatively 
for the opinion of ‘British India, 
and the Indian States. 

_ Speaking of a statement -of the 
Viceroy, Mr, Benn salt, “The! 
policy stands. The goal is accept- 
ed by all parties, but there are. 
difficulties on the way to that goal. 
Those difficulties do not exist ex- 
Clusively or mainly on this side; 
‘they are largely Indian difficulties, 
and it {3 from Indian opinion that 
we must seck a solution, I make 
bold to say that. if at this. con- 
ference substantial agreements 
are reached no Government 
will be likely to ignore 
Its work.” For 
the two countries had been linked 
together for the undoubted well- 
being ‘of both. Was it too much 
to hope that’ bitterness might now 
be cast out, so that the future 
might see the re-birth of mutual 
understanding’ and of strength?

The Government of India’s appre- 
ciation of the situation up to May

ment agitators is now the dis- 
semination of false reports, but ac- 
tive steps are being taken to coun- 
ter these.

About 40 
Government servants were injured, 
including 53 rioters, who were 
treated at hospital, of ie one 
died. 

During the week under review 
there had been no ‘serious out- 
brenk, but in several . places the 
Police have had to disperse dis- 
orderly crowds. “In Sholapur con- 
ditions are fast becoming normal 
and it Is hoped that martial law 
may shortly be discontinued, Per- 
sistent efforts to spread hostile 
propaganda in the Punjab villages | - 
continue. Apparently the villages 
have been little affected except in

causing anxiety. The chief feature 
of the campaign against the Salt 
Lawa has been a change of tactics 
in the Bombay Presidency.

PROMOTION BY MERIT,* 

Far-reaching developments in the 
organisation of the British police 
and detective services of the coun- 
try will presently occur as a result 
of important conferences now pro- 
ceeding at the Home Office and the 
deliberations of the Police Council 
which has, been meeting in London 
for the first time in six yerrs. 

~The decisions are likely to reyolu- 
tionise the present system and, Tee 
sult. by gradual steps, in:— 

The unification of detective forcea 
of the country under'Scotland Yard; 

The sppointment 
stables of police trained experts, 
having wide powers and directly re- 
sponsible to the Home Office; 

The establishment of Police Staif 
College in connection with Scotland 
Yard for training purposes and 
research and experiment in police 
and detective methods; and 

A definite policy of promotion by 
morif, 

Lord Byng’s policy has, from the 
outset, been to work towards a uni- 
fication of nolice and detective ser- 
vices, and imvortant decisions had 
been reached before the Police 
Council met. ’ 

Home’ Seeretary’s Proposal. 

To ‘the Council, ay already an- 
nounced,’ the Home Secretary pro- 
posed the establishment of a Staff 
College with two years’ resident 
service for offers, all successful 
candidates being then posted direct 
to the rank of inspector and up- 
wards, : 

Mr. Clynes also suggested - that 
“Passed Police College” should pre- 
sently become a condition ‘.in the 
appointment of chief constables. 

At ‘the recent meeting of the 
Council the scheme was discussed in: 
all ity bearings and the general 
members taken. = It

While Mr. Clynes's suggestions 
were welcomed as attempting to 
meet a’ real need, a number of 
chiticisms were advanced by various 
memberg of the Council, It was 
objected that the scheme, as out- 
lined, did not go far enough, and 
that the two years’ course at the 
proposed college ought to be sup- 
plemented by further and intensive 
practical training in netual detective 
or police duties before graduates 
were posted. 

Yheory y. Practice, 

Representations were made that’ 
the establishment of a college in 
the way asuggested would result in 
the turning out’ of — theorists 
rather than of officers: of practical 
experience: 

Another amendment’ urged was 
that the men selected for training’ 
at the college should, not only be 
possessed of ability but should have 
already a¢quired a good acquaint. 
ance with police work and methods. 
Another and = more difficult point 
raised was the effect upon ‘the 
promotion and chances of officers 
already serving likely to be caused 
by the direct posting of Polie 
College graduates to high rank, 

The other principal subject oc- 
cupying the Council was that of the 
appointment and powers of chief 
constables and the relation of pro- 
vincial detectives’ services through 
these officers with Scotland Yard.

MORE CHANGES NEXT STEP. 


Shanghai, May 8. 

Comment: on the special meeting 
of, ratepayers appears in the China 
Times, local vernacular paper, which, 
in apite of slight exaggeration, is of 
interest. The report is as follows: 

“The question of .increasing the 
number of Chinese members of the 
Shanghai Municipal Colncit was 
completely solved -yesterday. The 
special meeting of foreign rate- 
;payers. yesterday was ‘attended by 
about 2,000 persons. Several per- 
sons spoke advocating importance of 
Sino-Foreign co-operation : and al- 
though a number of charges were 
again made by Mr. Ranald McDonald 
and his adherents, they were, how- 
ever, rejected by the majority. We 
must regard this Act on the part of 
the foreign residents in the Inter- 
national Settlement as a mark of 
their sincerity Cor co-operation with 
the Chinese people. A new era has 
because 
the Chinese’ foreign realdents have 
actually come to a better under- 
standing and have given up all feel- 
ings of hatred. 


Pertinent Questions? 


“Speaking from a legal point of 
view, ig it necessary that the re- 
solution to increage'Chinese repre-, 
sentation on the Council be paased 
by a meeting of foreign ratepayers? 
According to the rules of procedure, 
ig it proper to recognize only the 
Chinese councillors und not to dis- 
cuss the methods of their elections? 
These are sefivus questions, The 
consequence of , Mr. MeDonald’s 
‘Tast meeting will 
cause the majority of residents 
in this ‘apecial district to believe 
firmly th4t the foreign residents 
in this district » have: not changed 
their:, anti-Chinese altitude: not 
only this,"it will also drive the Chi- 
nese people to suspect that the 
foreign residents in this district 
will endeavour to abolish, if chance’ 
permits, the good regults achieved 
since 1927. Mr. McDonald’s speech 
gave rise to this belief. If incident 
arises, it will be liable to lead to 
serious consequences: Fortunately 
such a misunderstanding between 
the two peoples was removed by 
the special meeting held yesterday. 

“The holding ‘of a special meeting 
yesterday to reconsider the resolu- 
tion of having more Chinese repre- 
sentation on the Council was to 
remove this misunderstanding, to 
give a clear conception’ to the Chin- 
ese reaidents,'to’ afford an oppor- 
tunity .to the majority of foreign 
residents to show their real attitude 
and to remove all obstacles to co- 
operation. In fact, the foreigners 
actually manifested yesterday their 
spirit of co-operation and friendly 
relationship with the Chinese people, 


Chanzes Wanted, 


“The question of actual co-opera- 
tion between the Chinese and 
foreign residents’ will, however, 
depend upon fundamental reforms 
the municipal administration, 
suth as (1) fixing the status of this 
special district’ so that it will no 
longer be an interndtional problem 
but purely a district problem; (2) 
to 'reform' the old organtsations of 
this district whereby race and class 
‘distinetidn will ‘be removed and the 
new orgnisation be in’ accordance 
+ With the spirit of modern govern- 
ment,so that peoples of’ different 
nations and of different classes 
(provided the latter have sufficient 
education) will rise and co-operate. 

“It will only be after the solution 
of these fundamental problems that 
Sino-Poreign co-operation’ will 
rachieve full success and the new 
Shanghai will permanently continue 
in the path of sound development 
and -bring ‘increasing blessings to 
ithe entire community.—N. C. Daily 
News, :

Watching | the Waves - 
For a Living.

My eve- 
ning visit to a typical tower was 
welcomed by the custodians, because 
liest heroes of Britain’s shores. 
lighthouse men are among the tone- 

Poised on a’ pinnacle of jagged 
granite, the grim gaint defies the 
raging scas 540ft, below, and winka 
its warning to ships that approach 
the Atlantic seaboard. . ' 

1 greeted the keeper at the base 
of the narrow spiral staircase, and 
he conducted me from the chamber 
where dozens of untapped oil-drums 
are stored to the inhabited quarters 
aloft, 

“The relief-boat brings weekly

I became 
a convert when I sold my London 
house and went to live in the coun- 
try. My indictment of the wireless 
habit was long and grave, and many 
of the points remain unanswered. 

Tam still convinced that the: wire- 
less volce is the voice of the slug- 
gard, that the educational value of 


wireless is ridiculously. exaggerated, 
‘land that wireless affords the most 


dangerous and pernicious system of 


‘| instruction ever devised.’ No educa- 


tion is worth a bean that is not ‘won, 
by sweat of brow. No flower-bed {8 
productive that is’ not dug, deep and 
often. And { am_ still convinced 
that those who by choice or necessity 
live in great cities owe it to them- 
selves, to thelr children, and to the 
world of art and science, to take 
direct from the 
source, and not from the siphon. 
But for the countryman—your, 
Old Stager is nothing if not ogotis- 
tical—I begin to find.a ‘dozen reasons 


| for excusing, if not for approving, a 


judicious use of the wireless, albeit 
these ample reagona are sandwiched 
in between ag many sharp criticisms 
of the B.B.C.’s present policy. ° 

To take the last first, experience 
persuades me that thera are certain 
things which have conclusively. 
proved themselves . unsuitable for 
this medium. Chief among these is 
humour in any form. Anyone who 
repeats a joke which ‘was good 
enough when it was made, will agree 
that humour is so personal that it 
cannot survive severance from the

TELEVISION. 


Sound and ‘Scene 
Broadcast. 


Some twenty people Ina darkened 
room at: Hendon witnessed on March 
$1-the first demonstration that has 
ever been mide of the simultaneous 
broadcasting of sound -and vision. 

Speeches bY Sir Ambrose Fleming 
and Lord Ampthill, and songs by 
Miss Annie Crofts and Miss Gracie 
Fields werd’ transmitted ‘from the 
Baird Television studio at Long 
Acre, and the voices of these ladies 
and gentlemen were supplemented 
by their appearance on the television 
screen. 

Commercial Prospects. 

From the technical standpoint, 
this demonstration must be regarded 
a success, the more so as it was con- 
ducted without # previous rehearsal. 
The entertainment value of televi- 
sion, with or without a sound accom, 
paniment, scems, however, still too 
limited to promise any considerable 
commercial prospects in the present 
stage of development. The televi- 
sion screen is very small, having a 
size of under. 15 square inches, and 
since the spectator is obliged to 
stand almoat directly in front, only 
ar limited number of people can 

“sea in” at atime. The image is 
also, ‘stil! far from being perfectly 
clear, while the orange tint has not 
yet been ellminated, 

The reproduction of speech was 
far from perfect, the men’s voices 
being characterised. both ‘by « the 
“blast” and the undue sibilation 
which marked ..the earliest talking 
films, ‘These dafects may, however, 
be due to easily. remedlable technical 
peculiarities, and: it is worthy. of 
note that music ‘came across” much 
better. 

Sets At 25 Guineas. 

The Baird Television system pro- 
jects pictures at the rate of 1214 a 
second, as compared with the 
standard of 16 with silent films and 
24 in the case of talkies, With the 
combined sound and vision set, 
either speech or picture may be 
switched out at will, and when the 
two are combined the sytichronisa- 
tlon, appears excellent, so far as 
one can judge from, the small size 
of the transmitted picture. 

Sets are now being put on the 
market at 25 guineas, but this 
model was not'used on this occasion, 
and its efficiency .has thus still ‘to 
be publicly demonstrated. 


BROADCASTING IN 
SWITZERLAND. 


' We understand that a regional ‘ 


broadcasting system, on similar 
Hines to that recently inaugurated in 
Britain, is shortly to be started 
tn Switzerland. Three high-power 
stations for the German, ‘French 
and Italian speaking sections of the 
country are to be constructéd, in 
addition to, low-power relay stations 
in certain towns. Of the high- 
powered stations, one is to be erect- 
ed at Munster, about 12 miles from, 
Lucerne, and the equipment for this 
has recently been ordered from 
Messrs. Marconi’s Wireless Tele- 
graph Company, Limited, Marcdni 
House, Strand, W.C.2. 

This atation, which will deliver 
60-k.w. of energy to the aerlal, will 
serve the German-speaking section 
of the community, and will employ, 
a wavelength of 450 metres. 

To provide for users of crystal 
recelving seta, Marconi stations of 
600-watt aerlal “power are to be

DRIVER KILLED. 


Car Falls Thirty 
Feet. 
PASSENGERS SAFE; : 


An accident on Sassoon Road at 
4.30 p.m., yesterday, afternoon re- 
bulted in the ‘death of Kwok Tai- 
cheung, a rative of Shanghai, and 
a public motor car’ driver, 

He drove his car up A 16-foot 
wide © avenue leading to'a house 
build on’ the hillside above Sas- 
soon Road,. on Inland Lot 202. 
His passengers were Kan Kau and 
Wo Hoi-tong, the cook and asaiat- 
unt cook, respectively, employed 
at the house, They sat in the 
back of the car, 

‘As the car had practically 
reached the top of the rise, ‘tho 
driver, for some reason which is 
not clear, suddenly lost control 
! and the car backed down the in- 
eventually shooting over 
the side of the avenue at.a bend. 

It fell from a height of about 
30 fem. into Sassoon Road, where 
it Innded on its side. The driv- 
er and the two passengers were 
all thrown out of the car and re- 
ceived injuries to their heads and 
body. The driver was so serious- 
ly injured that he died of a frac- 
tured skull soon after his admis- 
ston to the Government Civil ‘Hos; 
pital. 

The two passengers were for- 
tunate to receive only superficial 
injurics and after these had been 
dressed at the hospital they ‘were 
allowed to return home. ~

Mr. T. H. King’s Car 
. in Peril. 


No SERIOUS DAMAGE, 
~ A Chinese learner driver was 
to-day summoned before Mr. 
R. E, Lindsell, by Mr. T. H. King, 
acting LG.P.. charged on two 
counts of (1) driving. a motor 
lorry down Dairy Farm 
which, ia a prohibited road for 
learners; and (2) failing to notify 
the Police Traffic Department of 
his change of address, 
‘Defendant admitted the first 
count, but said with regard to the 
other that he did not ‘know the 
regulations. 
Mr. Lindaell retorted that, that 
was no excuse, 
. Addressing Mr. King, his Wor- 
ship inquired if it were alleged 
that defendant was incompetent 
to drive on that prohibited road. 
Mr. King replied that that was 
so. He said that.'the offence oc- 
curred at about 6.45 p.m. on May 
18, His (Mr. King’s) car was 
standing right in the gutter on 
the right hand side of the: road. 
at, the bottom of Daily Farm Hill, 
when defendant drove down the 
hill, As he was going to pass Mr. 
King’s car,.o bus appeared, going 
up the hill,’ 
A Lucky Intervention. 

Defendant completely’ lost his 
head on seeing the bus and, 
swerving, ran his lorry into the 
back .of Mr. King’s car. Luckily, 
n licensed driver was beside the 
defendant and he put on the 
brake, so that the impact was not 
a heavy. one and not much dam- 
nage was done to Mr. King’s ear. 
Mr. King added that the road 
was wide enough. for three 
vehicles, and if defendant had 
been a competent driver he would 


‘have kept his cours¢ and every- 


thing would have been all right.
